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More cuts to the 
Police Budget 

The South Simcoe Police and Bradford West 
Gwillimbury-Innisfil Police Services Board 
worked with the CAOs and Treasurers of 
both municipalities to reduce the 2015 Police 
Operating Budget - which had been rejected 
by the two Town Councils. 

The 2015 Operating Budget initially came 
in at nearly $15,929 million - approximately 
$500,000 more than an estimate prepared 
in 2013 dining the Police Costing debate, 
when the Towns of BWG and Innisfil were 
considering a switch to policing by the OPP. 

Councils rejected the 2015 Operating Budget, 
with several Councillors suggesting that the 
"firm estimate” presented 2 years earlier was a 
deciding factor in their vote to stick with South 
Simcoe Police. Innisfil Council, in particular, 
sent the budget back to the Board, asking that 
the numbers come back more in line with the 
2013 estimate, of $15,453 million. 

On March 16, the Board presented its 
revisions - and although it didn’t bring the 
numbers down to the 2013 figure, it did carve 
an additional $189,379 from the budget, in 
part by adjusting the hiring schedule. 

The final figure: $15,740 million, split 
between Bradford West Gwillimbury and 
Innisfil, with Innisfil picking up about 53.4% of 

The 2015 Capital Budget, already approved 
by both BWG and Innisfil Councils, was also 
reduced, from the initial $620,000 to $596,200, 
split 50-50 between the two municipalities. 

The cuts mean that the 2015 Operating 
budget represents a 0.8% increase over 2014; 
once growth in assessment is factored in, the 
Police Levy will actually decrease. 

“I’d like to thank Chief Beazley and also 
the CAOs and the Treasurers of both Towns 
for getting this down to where it’s going to 
be agreeable to both Councils,” said Innisfil 
Mayor Gord Wauchope, member of the Board. 

“I’m happy with the budget,” said BWG 
Mayor Rob Keffer, also a PSB member. He

The new Bradford West Gwillimbury Council, concerned 
by the potential cost of the Southeast Arterial Road 
(SEAR), and its planned route from Bridge St. to Simcoe 
Road, asked Town staff to look at a possible alternative: 
developing Peterman Lane, through the Holland Marsh to 
the 6® Line, as a bypass for traffic. 

On March 17, Council received the staff report. The 
conclusion: The Peterman option is likely to be twice as 
expensive, since it is nearly twice as long as the SEAR, 
goes entirely through the Holland Marsh, and will require 
widening and excavation of all of the peat along its length 
to create the roadbed, which would have to be elevated to 
avoid the risk of flooding. 

The Peterman route would also require a new 
Environmental Assessment, starting from scratch - while 
the SEAR’s Environmental Assessment has been completed 
and approved, detailed design is nearly done, and the SEAR 
will be ready to go to tender later this spring. 

The report recommended looking at the Peterman Lane 
option in the next Transportation Master Plan Update, for 
inclusion in a Development Charges background study - 
but not pursuing the option at this time. 

Some members of Council were not convinced, especially 
after hearing from residents opposed to the SEAR, in Open 
Forum. Joe Mendrek argued that it would direct out-of- 
Town traffic through Bradford residential roads. He asked 
Council to “look a little bit further, so we don’t direct traffic 
through a residential area,” proposing a route along Morris 
Rd. 

Paula Benenati said that she had gone door to door to 
her neighbours on Simcoe Rd., and “they are all very 
concerned for the safety of their children" if traffic volumes 
increase. 

Jody Mott, executive director of the Holland Marsh 
Growers Association asked for a delay, to give farmers more 
time to consider the routes and comment on the impact 
on farming operations. “We’ve got farming equipment and

a whole other industry that do need to use these roads as 

Councillor Mark Contois pointed out that Simcoe Road is 
an arterial road, designed to carry a high volume of traffic. 
"Simcoe Road is one of our main roads. It always has been,” 
he said, suggesting that there will be a need for both the 
SEAR and Peterman Lane, “to make traffic flow within the

The shelves at the Helping Hand Food Bank in Bradford can get very bare at this time 
of year, between the Christmas and Easter food drives. That's one reason why students at 
W.H. Day Elementary School accepted a Food Drive Challenge last week. 

The in-school challenge was led by the student Leadership Team, which sent out a 
checklist to every classroom, listing die “most needed” items - from soups and breakfast 
cereals, to baby food and diapers. The drive started on March 9, and was set to end on 
March 13 - but by the Thursday, students had brought in only 300 items. 

A note was sent to the parents that evening, asking for support, and the school 
community responded. By noon the next day, the pile had grown to 35 shopping bags and 
over 17 boxes - 800 items in all, plus about $30 in cash.

Hydro One and PowerStream have been dealing with a series of localized black¬ 
outs, caused by salt build-up on equipment. Salt spray from the roads builds up
